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INTERNATIONAL MARITIME LAW, 
It is not in these times, in this country at least, that many, if 
any, persons are to be found who will deny that war is an 
unmitigated evil, Perhaps not a few amongst us might be 
prepared to assert that is an absurdity, It would be quite 
possible, if not easy, to argue out the question of the fitness of 
war for the attainment of the ends and objects for which it is 
undertaken, literally “ad absurdum.” If it means anything, 
it means that the issue of a dispute is to be intrusted toa 
contest of material strength and skill; and the result of all 
the pomp and circumstance which surround great armies and 
great fleets might be obtained, if we could be only brought to 
see it in that light, by the arbitrement of two champions in 
single combat who might be selected as the best swords- 
man or marksman of the respective nations to which they 
belong, However this may be, it is unhappily necessary, 
in the present constitution of the world, that the most 
peace-loving of mankind should accept war as a great fact, 
or rather as a great social misfortune, which must be suffered 
and dealt with in the same manner as other calamities, It isa 
curious anomaly, and one which has set at nought and bafiled 
the predictions of those political economists who, reasoning on 











the most just premises, have maintained that the flow of com- 
merce and international intercourse must render war an 
increasing impossibility, that, within the very period which 
was to have initiated a species of millennium, at least six wars 
have been waged in various parts of the world, © Then, too, 
there has hardly ever been a time when all the nations of the 
world have stood in so exact and watchful an attitude of 
military preparation asnow. The strong men armed are keeping 
their houses as it were in fear of the guests whom they invite 
to a freer and more enlarged intercommunication than has 
ever been witnessed since the moment when out of the con- 
fusion of tongues sprang nationalities which have in most cases 
become antagonisms, While the diffusion of trade and commerce, 
art and science, and the minor. refinements of life is creating a 
social system which is nearly cosmopolitan—while material 
interests are becoming so intertwined and complicated between 
all the countries of the globe that nothing can sever them but 
the rude blow of the sword—that sword is to be found, if not 
actually drawn or uplifted, yet ostentatiously worn by those who 
profess its use and who may be counted in every nation by hun- 
dreds of thousands, Despite of all the softening and elevating 
influences which pervade the earth, and despite perhaps still 
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more of the vast addition to all the motives of self-interest 
which should operate to sweep away from its present position that 
rude machinery which we call war, there is probably no word 
that is more frequently written and spoken, and nothing on 
which speculation more frequently turns at this very moment of 
the world’s existence, than war, If there were any doubt of the 
fact that we must view war as a thing which is very far from 
being relegated into that region where beautiful theories are 
born in a sort of rose-coloured atmosphere of universal peace 
and good-will, it is only necessary to refer to the harsh and 
significant evidence which is to be found in the fact of military 
expenditure, notably in this country and in tolerably large pro- 
portions in every other, It is essential, therefore, that any 
attempt to treat the question of war must be practical in its 
nature and tactical in its operation. 

How far the recent discussions on international maritime law 
in the House of Commons have fulfilled these conditions the 
public are now in a condition to judge, Of the motives and 
feelings which dictated the agitation of the subject there can be, 
or there ought to be, no doubt whatever, Insinuations of interested 
and class motives ought at once to be scouted, and sympathy 
with those inspirations of humanity and kind feelings, in 
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which alone the action which has been taken in the direction of 
meutralising the beneficial effects of hostilities between con- 
tending nations has had its origin, will unquestionably be 
prompt and universal, 

The proposition to exempt all private property from capture at 
sea was neither introduced nor discussed from any party point of 
view, and the men who advocated that doctrine in its integrity 
are too well known for the largeness of their intelligence and 
the comprehensive liberality of their opinions to be in the least 
open to personal criticism in their espousal of thiscause, Itseems 
to us, too, that the starting-point of their argument gave them an 
irresistible impulse, for, although much ingenuity was expended 
in showing that the Declaration of the Congress of Paris that 
neutral flags covered enemies’ goods was of such a nature that it 
involved a principle in itself which could not, or at least need not, 
be extended, it is to be doubted whether the argument to 
this end was successful, The extension of the principle to 
all private property at sea, whether belonging to neutrals 
er belligerents, appears to follow as an obvious sequence 
and corollary. Indeed, it would not be very surprising if 
some such idea lurked in the minds of those who at the 
Conference of Paris devised the proposition which sprang up so 
unexpectedly, and which it is, perhaps, not uncharitable to say 
was devised with a foregone conclusion as to its effect on the 
maritime power of England, But, passing this by for the pur- 
poses of the present argument, and assuming that for all time, 
and under all circumstances, we are bound by the Declaration 
of Paris, and that the question of the immunity of neutral 
goods from capture at sea is settled, the reasons in favour of our 
standing where we are seem to us cogent and irrefragable, 

The only grounds on which war can be seriously justified 
have been well defined to be the maintenance of the paramount 
interests of a nation, and the right of self-defence; while the 
object towards which all war should directly tend is the obtain- 
ing of permanent peace, The process by which the end in view 
is to be attained can be no other than that of the exhaustion of 
the resources of one of the belligerents; and in the interest 
of humanity itself it is desirable that the duration of 
that process should be short, and its operation sharp, To 
confine hostilities to military and naval operations alone, to the 
simple killing of so many trained men and the destruction of 
s0 many armed ships, would operate at once to increase the 
mere—we had almost said the wanton—destruction of human 
life, and to lengthen out the process of national exhaustion with 
an indefiniteness which would only be bounded by the capability 
of a country to bear taxation. By changing the present system 
which causes war to fall, in some degree, on individuals, and 
assuming that under the proposed change the trade and com- 
merce of individuals flourished with as little interruption as 
in time of peace—a very questionable assumption—and that 
personal wealth as distinguished from national prosperity was 
undiminshed, the burden would be only shifted ; for, to provide 
and maintain those armaments which were to carry on actual 
hostilities until such time as one nation or the other could 
provide them no longer, the mercantile profits which had 
escaped the captor on the sea must pass into the hands of the 
taxgatherer, And what would the moral and social condition of 
that nation in which, as the Solicitor-General pointedly put it in 
his speech on the recent debate, there existed political war and 
commercial peace? At once the identification of the interests 
of the Government and the people would cease to exist; the 
power of the people to keep a check on the diplomatic conduct 
of Government, and their action in restraining the tendencies of 
ambitious or querulous statesmen towards war, would be s2riously 
damaged, if it did not altogether pass away ; and constitutional 
government dwindle down into an irresponsible oligarchy. 

When the details of such a system as that which has been 
proposed come to be considered its anomaly is still more 
apparent, Let it be supposed that the merchant-ships of all 
nations are to be allowed to run about like pleasure-yachts 
amidst antagonistic squadrons of ships of war, what is to 
become of the principle of blockade, the abolition of which, be 
it understocd, the advocates of the adoption of the principle now 
immediately proposed donot demand? Practically, blockades must 
be reduced to the watching of an enemy’s warlike fleets ; and it is 
conceivable that a blockading squadron which, from long service 
of that nature, is becoming shorthanded and ill-found, may 
witness the passing into the beleagured port of numbers of the 
merchant ships of the opposing belligerent power, whence sailors 
might be transferred to the men-of-war within, that being 
exactly what they require to enable them to sally out 
with an advantage which might be complete in the sea-fight 
which would ensue. This is but one example of many 
which might be adduced to show the difficulties and the 
dangers which surround the question involved, and how 
necessary it is to use the utmost caution in even discussing 
it theoretically. It is not easy to see how the contraction of 
belligerent rights at sea would not operate to limit the maritime 
power of England ; and it may be taken very confidently that 
any proposition in the direction of neutralising the effects of 
naval warfare, come whence it may, is to be viewed with distrust, 
As to the argument that belligerent principles in respect to 
private property at sea differ from those which govern warfare 
on shore, and that they ought to be assimilated, it is clear that 
this is the assertion of a distinction without a difference. There 
may be some abstract rule that private property on land is to 
be respected ; but we should like to refer to the traditionary 
experience of the inhabitants of the Low Countries (so often the 
chosen battlefield of contending parties in Europe) as to the 
practical operation of an army in the field on private property. 
It is not an uncommon thing for a retreating army to lay waste 
the country behind it when military exigencies require it, just as 
military exigences render it desirable that no devastation should 
take place in a district through which an army is advancing or 
is quartered, Is private property respected during or after the 

siege of a town? and what is the effect on the possessions of 





individuals of a bombardment of a city? It is true that of late 
years the dictates of humanity have been effectual in softening 
the rigours of war, and this very case of bombardment is 
beginning to fall into desuetude, 

This illustration brings us to the point in the argument which 
we desire to establish, and that is, that it is better to trust to 
the distaste for war which is growing up in the minds of 
mankind, and which will some day result in its utter condem- 
nation as at once an absurdity and a calamity, rather than to 
the laying down of abstract principles to the carrying out of 
which the universal consent of all Governments is required, and 
that in a shape which would render it binding and irrefragable, 
a condition of things which is hardly at this time even in 
prospect, To the progress of humanity and international 
sympathy the ultimate issue of this question must be committed.

Tue IniustnatTep Lonpon News of Saturday next, March 29, will 
contain several Engravings, from Sketches just received, illustrative 
of the Transport of British Troops through New Brunswick and 
Canada and of the Civil War in America, 
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THE important news has been received that President Lincoln, 
in his Message to Congress, has proposed to build “a golden 
bridge for a flying enemy.” He recommends that the North 
should offer to co-operate with the Slave States for the gradual 
emancipation of the slaves by pecuniary com pensation, leaving 
it to each State, however, to retain the system of slavery or 
not, as it may please. The President's effort is directed to 
secure the Border States, which he thinks may choose to go with 
the South in the event of the independence of the latter being 
recognised, The proposal seems significant, as it would imply that 
the President, though at present refusing to see anything but 
a rebellion which the sword is to put down, may not have been 
able to resist the conviction that certain portions of what was 
the Union will never be recovered toit, He would, therefore, do 
the best he can towards consolidating the rest. It is premature to 
pronounce upon the wisdom of promulgating this plan, because 
such wisdom, or its absence, can only be inferred from the effect 
of the announcement upon the popular mind ; but in one sense 
iv may be permitted to Englishmen to applaud it, inasmuch as 
it is another blow at the system of slavery. It is something to 
have that system thus pointed out by the Chief Magistrate of 
the Northern States as the teterrima causa of revolt and 
anarchy, We hear of no response from the South; but bya 
very narrow majority, 77 to 71, the Southern House of Repre- 
sentatives recommend the military commanders to destroy all 
tobacco and cotton rather than let either fall into the enemy's 
hands, The Herald, the hired organ of the slaveowners, and 
only Federalist under dread of long rope and short shrift, rather 
approves the President's proposal, but cannot have had time to 
receive final orders, The TZribune strongly approves it. We 
have no war news, save that the surrender of Nashville and of 
Columbus is certain, and that the genius of M‘Clellan is again 
being acknowledged Ly hid patient and sapient critics, who now 
see the two wings of the eagle flapping over the prey that awaits 
the blow of the beak—Anglicd, the advance of the central army. 
It is stated that Mr, Seward intends to announce the intention of 
the North to resist the establishment of a monarchy in Mexico, 

Parliament has had the most important question before it, 
that of maritime international law, and the debate is elsewhere 
referred to, In addition, there has been an interesting discussion, 
raised by Lord Henry Lennox, on the advisability of making one 
Minister of the Crown responsible upon questions of votes for 
art purposes. The condition of the National Gallery and of the 
British Museum came into the debate, and Mr. Gladstone, in 
resisting the motion, intimated that in a few weeks he should 
have to announce a most important step which would be taken at 
the Museum. This is held tomean the removal of the natural- 
history collection to another site. In connection with this sub- 
ject it is to be wished that some means could be taken to prevent 
the noble reading-room from being almost entirely diverted from 
its purpose. The real student, the literary man who desires to 
consult works not to be had elsewhere, is excluded from a seat 
by reason of a flood of boys, medical pupils, and others, who 
come to read books that are on every stall, and who do their 
exercises at the Museum desks, We surely did not build the 
finest library in the world for a schoolroom, The whole of the 
tickets should be called in, the list revised, and a new list issued 
on aprinciple, Mr. Cowper has brought in his Embankment Bill 
for the north side of the Thames, Mr. Ayrton's bill for giving 
compensation to workmen in case of accidents by machinery 
and otherwise has been rejected, The House of Peers has been 
enlivened by a scene rarely witnessed in that decorous assembly. 
Certain officials who were engaged in the old Insolvent Oourt 








have been, by a mistake, exposed to great hardship through the 
change in the law of bankruptcy, Lord Chelmsford brought 
the case before the Lords on Tuesday, and in doing so attacked 
the Chancellor with much vigour and divers imputations, Lord 
Westbury is not exactly the personage likely to receive such 
an attack with meekness, and he repaid it with a merciless 
castigation. Lord Derby had to come in to the aid of 
Lord Chelmsford, and Lord Granville had to attack Lord 
Derby ; and, altogether, the case of the clerks was made 
memorable in Parliamentary annals by its having brought 
out a display of virulence almost unmatched. But the 
Lay Lords should keep out of such battles, They forget 
that the Law Lords have been fighting one another for a 
quarter of a century, and are but repeating in the Chamber the 
contests of the Courts, while the old “blue blood” makes the 
affair a fight and not a tournament, 

Her Majesty has laid the first stone of a mausoleum at Frog- 
more designed to receive the remains of the late Prince Consort. 
The mournfully interesting ceremony, which was strictly private, 
took place on Saturday last. Baron Marochetti will execute a 
recumbent figure of the late Prince to be placed upon the tomb. 
Discussions continue upon the subject of the memorial obelisk, 
and the feeling seems to increase in favour of a reconsideration 
of the site of the projected erection, With so many splendidly 
lofty sites in and around London, on any one of which an 
obelisk would become a feature of the metropolis, it seems 
unwise to bury it where it must. be looked for, and 
where the “grandeur” so rightfully insisted upon in the 
Royal letter must to a great extent be sacrificed. There is 
a site where at present a small and insignificant statue of her 
Majesty’s father stands, and whence an obelisk would be visible 
for miles, at the head of Portland-place, This, and many other 
equally good and better sites, should be examined. As we desire 
a memorial of the Prince, and not of the Exhibition of 1851, 
almost any good site mighi, for that reason, be preferable to the 
one which naturally suggested itself at first, but of which, 
on reflection, we fail to perceive the fitness, The great point 
must be to preserve the “ grandeur” of the memorial. 

The Lord Mayor has closed his account with the contributors to 
the Hartley Colliery Fund, and to-day remits £17,855 to Newcastle, 
in addition to £2000 already sent, This is a proof of the noble 
liberality of our countrymen ; and the other portion of the fund 
is far larger. In fact, much more than is needed has been 
received, and yet there is little chance of obtaining aid for the 
equally deserving persons who have been bereaved by later 
accidents, that have failed to create a “sensation.” It might 
not be amiss, however, if benevolent persons, taking this into 
consideration, should write to the Mayor of Newcastle, autho- 
rising him to vary, as he may see fit, the destination of specific 
sums, This would be true generosity, 

We regret to see any implied encouragement extended, in any 
influential quarter, to the ridiculous quacks who call themselves 
“ spirit-mediums,” Surely such impostors and their follies may 
be left to the patronage of semi-hysterical ladies with more 
money than brains, and who, weary of the ordinary dissipations 
of a silly life, and not able to find sensation in visiting their 
poorer neighbours or other works of charity, resort to the 
“spirits” as a means of excitement, Such persons will always 
be committing some folly, and, except that the medium séance is 
a mixture of vulgarity and profanity, we do not know that a 
silly woman is doing much harm in spelling the alphabet 
she ought to be teaching. But nothing should be written that 
intimates any approbation of these wretched jugglers. They 
do their work exceedingly ill, blunder eight times out of ten, 
and are “sold” with the most perfect ease, and their only 
success is obtained ina darkened room, and among persons from 
whom disbelievers—that is, people of sense—have been carefully 
removed. We send the gipsy to the House of Correction—these 
quacks may keep beyond the letter of the law ; but their voca- 
tion is not at all more respectable than that of the brown beggar 
who wheedles the servant girl to steal the spoon in order to raise 
money to rule the planets,

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


PARADOXICAL as it may seem, it was really refreshing to witness once 
more the Parliamentary fact of an adjourned debate, and the delivery 


of great by acknowledged leaders till nearly two in the 
morning. It was the first symptom of a rousing from that lethargy 
which has stolen over legislators, to whom Government carefully avoids 


offering any stimulant, and who, like our soldiers in the Crimea, are 
obliged to hunt in all sorts of out-of-the-way places for the materials 
for their: own fires"and to keep up their own heat. Apart from the 
circumstance of the great debate—and it was one of the best we had 
for many a day—on international maritime law, there are man, 
symptoms to show that the House of Commons is recurring to its ol 
normal condition, The sitting up late o’ nights has set in with 
sufficient severity; the deluge of platitude on rivate-member 
nights is really rising to a respectable height ; and the resistance to 
attempts to count out is decided and effectual. Even a member 
with so decided a mission, either acquired or cast upon him, for 
inducing counts-out as Colonel Sykes was unable effect the 
object for which he seems to have been Parliamentarily born, 
and it was his happiness to cause it to be shown that the old 
club-life of the House has commenced once more, and that fifty or 
pe Panera can always be found at any hour in the library and 
smoking-room, 

But to condescend, as the Scotch la say, to particulars. Oa 
Monday evening Mr, Cobden had the House in his hand—that is, he 
bad moved the adjourned debate on maritime law, and had obtained 
what seems to be a favourite hour for speaking with him—namely, 
five o'clock.

The Government were very fortunate throughout the debate, the 
speeches from the Treasury bench being few, but of the best, like Mrs. 
Gamp’s snaps of restoration. To be sure, the Attorney-General did 
not emerge very far from the conventicular region around which he 
invariably seems to circulate, but he laid down good law and plain 
sense; and when the Lord Advocate rose—who, though a capital 
Scottish lawyer and an excellent administrator of public affair 
is considered as a ing member of the Ministry to a cognate 
spirit to the English chief law officer of the Crown—he certainly did 
not create a sensation. But he did surprise every everybody who 
heard him by a speech of mingled argumentative power and felicity 
of illustration which shed a positive radiance over a style of speaking 
‘which is usually level and monotonous to a painful degree; and he 
exhibited an animation, canght probably from his being so thoroughly 
imbued with the spirit of the ee which caused his hearers almost 
to forget whom it was they were listening to ; and,as wethink, he gave 
a turn to the debate from which no subsequent efforts of the supporters 
of the motion could redeem it. On ordinary occasions it would have been 
quite within the fitness of things to have put up Sir Stafford Northcote 
to answer the Lord Advocate, but the latter, as has been indicated, had 
contrived to soar out of the atmosphere which is common to these two 

tlemen as debaters. The consequence was that Sir Stafford’s 
Sefciencies came out in rather stronger relief than usual.

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THE FEDERAL VICTORY AT ROANOKE ISLAND. 
(From our Special Artist and Correspondent.) 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 28. 
ArT last the tide of fortune has turned in favour of the North, and the suc- 
cess attending the formidable preparations of the past six months is now 
recompensing the Federalists for the enormous expenditure which has 
weighed heavily upon them. In former letters I have had occasion to 
potice the ianprovenent in the dlecigiine of the Usien Army, which has 
been grad ing towards a state of under the 
i and

succeeded in these, he published a series of
